Atlantic Cttul. 


One of tbe most terrible tragediea 


of the AtOantic-CMHt was the low of 
the steamship Evening Star -with 830 
of her paaaengersMincl ert-w 240 mileB 
nortlioast of the Mutanila reef, on 
Oct. S, I860. The Evening Star waa 
on her way from New York to New 
Orleans and was rolled about for a 
long time in a constantly increasing 
storm. At 1 o'clock on the morning 
of Oct. 8 a vast mountain of water 
fell on/tho deck and stove in tho 
starboard forward gangway. A bulk- 
head -was hurriedly erected to keep 
the water out, but it was swept 
away. Tour times tlie crow rebuilt 
the bulkhead, only to see the waves 
tear it away. The rudder was thrown 
out of gear, and the Bea made a clean 
breach ovor the ship. 


Men nnd women alike helped, to 


bail the water out of the ^csselTbut 
tho sea poured in irresistibly. The 
captain told • the passengers that 
theie was little hope left, but urged 
thorn to be cool. Among the passen- 
gers wero the members of a French 
opera company, and the primaijonna 
worked nt tho buckets like the rest. 


Just about dawn tho captain sol- 


emnly addressed tke crow and pas- 
sengcis. Ho told them tliat the ship 
must go down. 
jVIon and women 


rushecl about tho deck volliug, tear- 
ing their clothes off and plunging 
into tho seething sea. There were 
several lifeboats, but they could not 
bo lowered in such waves. So the 
boats remained on tho deck and 
woro loaded with people, who wmt- 
cd for tho Evening Star to sink. 
Tho captain wept and bails farewell 
to his companions. Tho c-rew main- 
tained good discipline. In an hour 
tho ship gave a lurch and plunged 
down into tho ocean. The crowded 
lifeboats wero sucked under, aud the 
sea wns full of men and women call- 
ing ia v.iin lor- hx-lp. Scores of tliem 
wero crushed into shapeless masses 
by tho dnf twood that swirled around 
tho wreck. The last porson to leave 
the ship before she sank was an Ital- 
ian prima donna, who waited calmly 
until all hope waa gone, and when 
she felt the first convulsion of the 
vessel as it prepared to go down she 


emitted a 'cv5?-5, ^brazen shriek and j 
begun to'belch forth flumes and 
gporkn. 


The four leading elephants took 


fright and ran away headlong 
through the procession and along the 
crowded street In vain Mr. Hagen- 
beok called to them. The yells of the 
dragon drowned his voice. The ele- 
phants, too, were trumpeting almost 
as loudly as the steam dragon itself, 
and tho outcry Of all combined was 
immediately swallowed up by the 
still greater uproar of the multitude 
as the panic spread right and left. 


"If ever I ran in my life," says 


Mr. Hagenbeck, "I ran after those 
elephants, for the four in tho rear 
had also taken alarm and made a 
datth after their comrades. I was

Is it therefore an even chance that

G-alton says it is not an even chance,, 
and that the man who bete his money 
on such a theory -would lose hi the 
end. He eays the relative chance of 
all three coins turning up alike ii 2 
to 8, and he figures it out in this way: 
There are two different and equally 
probable wa ys in which a coin may 
turn up; there are four ways in 
which two coins may turn up, and 
there are eight ways in which three 
uoinnmaydoso. Of these eight ways 
one is all heads and another all tails. 
While it is an even chance whether 
a third coin is heads or tails, it is not 
nn even chance that, the third coin 
will turn the same as tho other two. 


In order to test the matter Mr. Gal- 


ton tossed three coins eight times. 
Only twice did they corno up all njike, 
while the third com was equally di- 
vided between heads and tails. Mr. 
Galton then made 120 throws of dice, 
with three dice in each throw, the 
odd numbers counting ab heads and 
tho even numbers as taila. lUe 120 
throws were divided iuto groups of 
10 each and gavo tho result of all 
alike—8, 12, 8; total, 2fa—as against 
all not alike—22, 23, <J2: total, 92. 
This teemed to tpfJo tho matter and 
indicated that the most probable ex- 
pectation in tho case ot tho dice- was 
30 to 90.

rh« Board of H«»lth Object to Employ- 
ing n Phyilolun In the CM*. 


The Board of Health held a special 


meeting In the mayor's office at 4 
o'clock yesterday afternoqu for the 
purpose of taking some action to pre- 
venting the spreading cf the disease 
small pox, one case of which was dis- 
covered Jn the city yesterday morn- 
Ing, as announced in the Trsms- 
DKMOCEAT. 
Health officer Steuber was com- 


mended by the board for hk prompt 
action In placing the infected house 
under 
strict quarantine, and In- 


structed him to keep the house 
guarded day and night. The victim 
of the disease being unable to pay for 
the service of either a physician or 
nurse, the case was taken In charge 
by the board and upon motion tl e 
members decided to employ J. P. 
Morrison, a professional nurec, at a 
salary of 15 per day. 


Dr. Brooks, who was present, stat- 


ed that he did not care to retain 
charge of the patient after this morn- 
ing unless the board would guarantee 
his expense, and for the additional 
reason that he has been but recent y 
appointed physician for the Chil- 
dren's Home. 


The board adjourned, and again 


met at 11 o'clock this morning, when 
it was decided that the board would 
either compel Mr. Swartout, father 
of the patient, to secure another phy 
slcian or leave the patient wholly in 
the care of the professsonal nurse 
who took charge of the case this 
morning. The members of the board 
fee! that they have encumbered tLe 
city with enough expense by employ- 
ing the nurse and three quarantine 
officers and as Mr. Swartout is con- 
sidered fully able to pay a physician's 
fees the board expect him to do so, if 
one is needed. 


Health Ofllcer Steuber was instruct- 


ed to secure either a watch-shanty 
for

or furnish them with fuel for a lire. 


The patient is in as good condition 


as could possibly be expected. His 
case fs a genuine one, and although 
the disease is now in its worst form 
his condition is not considered neces- 
sarily alarming. 


All new cases of illness are being 


watched carefully by physicians, but 
as yet no symptoms of small pox tave 
been discovered. 
It was reported to health oulcer 


Steuber to-day that a young man who 
had been young Swartout's compan 
Ion in Chicago, had accompanied him 
to this city and remained with Swart- 
out at his "home until Tuesday morn- 
ing. 
The man was seen in the city 


this morning but could not be located 
after tbe health officer received hts 
informotion. If found he will be de- 
tained until the health authorities 
are positive there is no danger. 


Tbe boarding house people where 


Morrison, the nnrse, and his wife 
have been stopping, became alarmed 
because he had been engaged to nurse 
Swartout, and asked her to lind anoth- 
er place. She consulted a physician, 
who informed the boa ding house 
folks that there was no possible dan- 
ger, as Morrison would not leave the 
Swartout home until tne disease had 
run its course, and it is probable 
that she will be allowed to remain.
